MARY JANE SCALES. 


Confession of the Kansas Woman who 
is to be Hanged. 

{From the Topeka (Kan.) Commonweaith, July 6. 
Rey. E. O. Taylor, the spiritual adviser of 
Mary Jane Scales and Lewis Ford, has kindly 
furpisbed us the following confession of Mary 
Jane Scales, relatave to the murder of her 
husband, Byroett Scales: 

“f ackoowWledge that what Ford says io his 
confession concerning our intimacy is trae. 
I Believe it was a great sin apd the cause of 
all this trouble. My husband never knew 
anything about it, as { know of, but think he 
suspected it. During the last two yeara pre- 
vious to the murder we lived together hap- 
pily, and he treated me as well as any one 
could atk; and I am sorry tbat I did him the 
very great wrong in being eo untrue to him. 

“In regard to my askiog Ford to kill the 
old map, I remember that about four years 
ayo, after my busband and I had been in a 
quarrel! (for we did not live happily together 
then), 1 did tell Ford something like that. 
Since that time Ido not recollect saying so, 
yet i will not deny it, for loving Ford ae I did, 
it is more likely to be 60 not. I know 
that I haye expressed a wish to Scales many 
timer, in the presence of Ford, that I wished 
IT bad never married him, then I never would 
baye had «0 much trouble. [ didnot know 
that Ford was going to kill bim when he did, 
and I do not think that Ford himself intended 
to do so before that morning, as nothing had 
been said abont it; and before they went to bed 
that Light they’sat down and read the Bible 

tegether aloud. knew nothiog of their 
, rouble until they awoke me by scuffling 
around the bed. It was early in the morn- 
ing, about 4 o’ciock, I should thiok, and 
quite dark. I[ saw them pass by tlie bed, and 
knew it was Ford and Scales. {did not kaow 
what their trouole was abouf, nor what 
weapons they were fighting with, until I heard 
the gun go off: then I knew that one of them 
‘had the gun, bat I did not know whic b one. 
I knew of Scales being under the bed, but do 
pot remember of bearing him ca:l me, al- 
though he might Baye done so. | knew 
when they ran out of the door, but did 
not see them as there were curtaios 
around the bed, acd [ had not yet 
dressed me, nor @id I see Ford when he 
killed Scales; but afier it was dove | knew 
that it was Ford who didit. I was troubled 
to know bow to keep it from tue people, and 
I made up the Indian story to screen Ford. It 
was true that the Indians had been there dar- 
ing the night (this I will swear to till my dy- 
irg day) beggug for money snt-somethiog to 
eat. We had all gone to bed bat Scales,- who 
let themin, f heard them talk, bat did not 
know when they went away. 

“This made me think that { could lay it to 
| the Indians, and no one would know that 
| Ford bad anything to do with :t. [ told Ellen 
‘in the morning, while I was washing the 
vplood off the floor, that the Icdians had killed 
the od man; and when Ford cameé iu 1 toid 
him that I would teil the people that the 
inciars killed Scales, dnd he must pretend to 
know nothing about it. and be said, ‘Yes, tell 
them that | was up stairs, asleep.’

Mazzini and the Commune. 

It is interesting to see in what light the 
revolt of the Paris Commune is consigered 
by the two great leaders of the Italian 
revolusicnists. GaRIBALDI, while he did 
not lend active aid to the struggle of the 
Parisian madmen, did all m his power to 
encourage them by his sympathy and by 
the influence he exerted over the [talian 
people, 

Mazzini acted difierently. From the 
veiy beginning of the mévement he pro- 
nounced himself earnestly against the 
insurrection, and censured his countrymen 
-for bestowing their sympathies and assist- 
ance on a cause which naturally must 
result to the highest detriment of repub- 
licanism in Europe. He demonstrated io 
them by the clearest arguments that the 
Commune was ultimately destined to fall, 
even though it were tnumphant im its 
struggle with the Versailles troops, and 
that it must inevitably result in a restora- 
tion of a monarcnical form of government 


in France. He showed them that it could 
not exist on account OF 15 wae «of pa Laud 


ples and-its unprovoked injustice. Its 
first inspiration mighé-havye originated in 
a feeling of justice, he said, and therefore 
it might be productive of future good in a 
certam sense; like other ents of a 
similar nature. But such eifieavare and 
untimely movement, without a fixed plan 
or purpose, with absolutely negative 
tendencies, rejected by reflecting repub- 
licans, without the least shadow of sympa- 
thy, and conjured up by those members 
of the French natien who were the very 
last in tie struggle against the foreign 
invaders, must necessarily fall a victim to 
the copsequences of the deadly material- 
ism prevailing in its own rapks. The 
Communé was all the surer of this im- 
pending fate as it openly avowed and 
which, if it 
really had been adopted by 
the whole pation, would have 
thrown back France into the darkest pe- 
riods of the middle ages, and robbed her 
tor centuries of all hope of rising from her 
slough of despondency, and even imper- 
iled the very existence ot the French 
nation itself. Politically this system oi 
utter independence of every littie commu- 
nity must lead to a total annihilation of all 
authority, to the complete dissolution of 
the nation, or to the absurd assertion that 
a small community is better able to grap- 
ple the secret of national lite, and possesses 
greater inspirations and rights than the 
nation itself. It the Commune possesses 
this right ina higher degree than the na- 
tion, why should not the tamily possess 
this right in a still higher degree’ 

If the Communists want to return to the 
middle ages, Mazzrni argues, they ought 
10 accept the consequences of their actions 
and return at once to patriarchal govern- 
ment, and annul the civilization of torty 
centuries. A confederation of 36,000 
French Communes must necessarily lead 
to a destruction of the French nation 
which would henceforth be bereft of all 
iufluence in Europe. And without a com. 
mon principle, a common object, without 
a common tendency, and particularly 
without a uniform mode of education, a 
true nation cannot exist. 

These are sentiments that we would 
hardly have credited the old revolutionist 
with. But it seems that while the more 
impetuous but unintelligent GARIBALDI 
was always engaged in all sorts of mad-cap 
scrapes, and seemed to grow more inju- 
dicious the older he got, the calmer and 
more penetrating genius of Mazzrn1 has 
drawn excellent lessons in political science 
from his long stay in England, and that 
the aspect of the calm and rational liberty 
enjoyed by ber inbabitants has in a great 
manner chastened the exaggerated notions 
of an over entbusiastic and somewhat ex- 
travagant lover ot liberty. 

Clear the Field.

They execrate it. It is treason, They

Anybody 
who retuses to come up to these regulations 
is published, and held up to public scorn- 
The league goes. even further. It pub- 
lishes a list of articles produced mm Ger- 
many which the signers of the league re- 
iuse to buy. Any merchant who continues 
to keep those articles will lose their pat- 
ronage, and is to be treated as a German 
bimselt. This conduct on the part of the 
French, altboygh their present condition 
renders it excusable, is anything but wise. 
They are cutting off their own noses, for 
statystics show that France wad at least as 
much a gamer by mutual commercial in- 
tercourse as Germany. The loss of all 
trade with such a large and wealthy 
neighbor as Germany will in po wise ben- 
efit a country in euch a condition a3 
France is at present.

Gov. Leslie Defiees His Position. 
(Correspondence of toe Courter-Journa’,} 
HaRRODSBURG, July 7, 1871. 
“Gov. Leslie, according to appointment, 
spoke bere this evening to alarzge andatten- { 
tive audience, who, judging from the ap. 
plause which frequently interrupted him, 
were well pleased with the nobie standard- 
bearer of the Kentucky Democracy. Tae day 
was oppressively warm, yet, notwithstanding 
this, the court-house was crowded. Gov. 
Leslie devoted much time to explaining his 
porition in regard to the Cincinuvati Southera 
railroad. 
He stated that, while he was a Senator rep- 
resetting three coupties, be voted aguinst 
the cbarter because be knew it was the almost 
utrauimcus wil! of the people be revresented; 
thathe was personaliy in fayor of granting 
the charter, and that he so stated bis opinions 
to Milton J. Durham, Esq, of Danville, dar 
ing the session of the last Legislatare, ard 
that if he were Goversoracdsuch a bull 
were to be passed he would pot veto itif be 
believed 1t was the wili of the majority of 
the people of Kentucky. And he fartber- 
more stated, emphatically aod unequivocally, 
that he could find no constitutional objection 
to the ; agsage of the bill which was presented 
to the fast egisiature, and that he had never 
urged apy objection of.any kind, and bad never 
spoken on the sudject in the Legislature 
as he had been accused of doiug, bu' simply 
voted against it because he knew that it was 
in accordance with thé desire of the people he 
then represented. He knew this from the fact 
thet Ger. Lewis, who was arepresentative from 
bis own county, voted forthe road, and that 
his coupty afterward refused to return him to 
the Legislature. He says that he has exam- 
ined the biil carefully, and can see no consti- 
tutional objection to it, and that if he is elect- 
ed, and the bill is passed, he will sign it. This | 
answers a question put directly to bim in an 
editorial in to-day’s issue: of the Louisville 
Commercial. my 
The Governor was distinct and explicit in | 
definirg his position on this and other ques- | 
tions which he discussed so thoroughiy, and | 
no ene who had tbe pleasure of listeniox to 
him ean have any doudt as to his true posi- | 
lion, although it is aseailed and so often mi-- 
represented by the Radical press.

thorough reform, by strictly peaceful and le- 
gitimate means, in cheertul enbordinstion to 
the Constitution as amended. It would be to 
the infinite advantage of the country if the 
practical! enforcement of that Constitution 
were committed to men who would respect 
its Jimitations and ouly execute it, with all its 
amendments, accordivg to the true letter and 
Soinit of all its provisions, fully, Kkiadts, and 
firmly, without revyolutionory eXcerses, or 
violent and stralned constructions, or mcan 
and mischievous partisan purposes. 
Under euch covtrol, if it bad existed daring 
the pust year or more, the coantry would 
bave been sparea the vexatioo, irritation 
and injury resulting from tbe enactment of 
sbitrary acd cespotic Kaklox aud election 
jawa, and the Coustitution, with all its amend- 
ments, would have been protected trom gross 
violation, and the last two amendments wo.ld 
not bave been made pretexts for the enact- 
ment of mere partisan, proscriptive and un- 
constitutional laws.

that Bs)! did everything to bis power to avold a 
d:Mevity, and several times told Garrett that he 
dia not want to fight or have any difficulty with 
him, Atter bearing ihe evidence the court re- 
quired Bell to give bord in tbe sum of $1010 
aD:wer.
